is  of  paramount  importance  for  us  to  know,  an 
existence  where  the  ravages  of  sin  and  death 
cannot  interrupt  the  long  eternal  day  ;  nor  one 
base  passion  ever  be  known ;  for  ”  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God,  nei¬ 
ther  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption.” — 

Then  “  let  not  your  hearts  be  troubled  ;  ye  be¬ 
lieve  in  God,  believe  also  in  me.”  That  God, 
whose  perfections  are  recorded  on  the  tablet  ofj 
nature,  but  shining  forth  with  brighter  lustre 
in  the  Gospel  of  his  Son  ;  teaching  us  to  know 
him  as  our  Father  and  Friend.  In  what  ob-j 
lervation  teaches  us,  we  are  not  likely  to  bej 
mistaken  ;  hence  we  account  for  the  harmony! 
of  sentiment  concerning  God,  where  nature’sj 
instruction  has  not  been  obscured  by  the  vaga¬ 
ries  of  Heathenism.  VVe  believe  it  is  not  dis¬ 
puted  that  the  faith  we  are  proud  to  own  as 
ours,  has  abundant  proof  from  the  works  ofj 
God  in  creation.  But  they  who  confess  this 
are  not  aware  that  it  is  an  unfortunate  conces- 
lion  against  their  partial  faith. 

“Ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in  me” — 
making  it  absolutely  necessary  that  both  must 
harmonize.  We  arc  not  to  desert  our  belief! 
of  the  first  to  believe  in  the  other,  but  “believe 
also  in  me.”  It  will  not  do  then  to  say  what 
one  teaches,  the  other  does  not ;  or,  in  other 
words,  that  they  are  opposed.  If  the  salvation 
of  all  men  is  proved  by  what  wc  know  of  God liiutoili'-v  some  persons  may  deem  it.

Pre¬ 
tended  friends  have  eadtavoied  to  corrupt  and 
betray  ii ;  kings  and  princts  have  psrseveringly 
sought  to  banish  it  from  t!ie  werh! ;  the  civil  and 
military  powers  of  the  grtatest  empires  have  been 
leagued  lor  its  destruction  ;  tlu  fires  of  {lersecutiori 
have  often  been  lighted  to  tonsiime  it  and  its  friends 
together ;  and,  at  many  seasons,  death,  in  sunie 
horrid  form,  has  been  the  almost  certain  conse¬ 
quence  uf  aflbrding  it  .an  asylum  fioiii  the  fury  of 
its  enemies.

%vor  of  such  a  tlieory. 

And  it  is  worthy  of  otMervation,  that  this  view  of  the 
Mhiect  is  happily  adapted  to  meet  and  obviate  any  and 
all  ol^eotiont  that  are  raised  by  Partialists  against  the 
dectrine  of  the  final  salvation  of  all  men,  founded  on  the 
faot  that  many  go  out  of  the  world  irrcconriled  to  God, 
alienated  and  enemies  in  their  minds  by  wicked  works, 
sad  strangers  to  the  covenant  of  his  grace.  Eur  if  the 
holiest  and  best  of  Christians  hero  are  still  imperfect, 
and  need  a  further  change  and  elevation  of  views  and 
character  to  fit  them  for  the  glories  and  beatitude  of  hea¬ 
ven,  the  principle  of  a  future  change  and  progrtssire 
d^kUioa  is  established,  and  m.ay  be  safely  applied  to 
these  of  less  excellence  and  elcvatiun  ofcharocter.  An'l 
it  It  may  apply  to  the  most  frail  and  iHTperfeet  Christians 
en  tlie  earth,  why  not  apply  to  those  who  are  one  de- 
gne  below  them,  in  point  of  moral  character!  For  there 
ore  all  degrees  of  character  from  that  of  the  most  exalted 
■aiat  to  that  of  the  most  abandoned  sinner.  The  poor 
set  of  saints  (so  to  speak)  is  but  one  degree  better  than 
the  best  of  sinners.

They  believe  in  the  salvation  of  in¬ 
fants,  and  idiots,  and  m.any  of  the  Heathen,  who  never 
did  nor  cetild,  in  tliis  file,  believo  in  Christ.  And 
means  of  instruction,  moral  improvement  and  salvation, 
be  granted  and  employed  for  the  benefit  of  these  classe.s 
who  never  believed  on,  or  knew  any  thing  of  Christ  in
